The Artifice of Pleasing. 

The August number of the Atlantic 
Monthly contains a batch of letters from 
the well-filled portfolio of Mr. James T. 
FreLDs, whose previous epistolary tran- 
scriptions out of TaackmeRay and Haw- 
THORNE made such agreeable and sug- 
gestive reading. The present installment 
was furnished by CHARLES DicKENs, be- 
ginning with the year 1859 and running 
down to 1868. The greater part of the 
correspondence relates to the finally exe- 
cuted visit to America, which Mr. Fos 
seems to have agitated late and early dur- 
ing ten years, and the whole of it abounds 
in that breezy, britishy, bozzy spirit which 
was equally characteristic of the story- 
teller's person and books. The letters, 
strung together by a few explanatory 
scraps, give the reader a graphic notion of 
Mr. Dickens, who had a wonderful happy 
knack of presenting himself, to the public 
and to his friends, in a guise at once off- 
hand and melodramatic, carefully set and 
attractive. 

We are wont to make outcry against 
what we have come to call artificiality“ 
in the matter of bearing and intercourse, 
and to put forward a plea for perfect nat- 
uralness as the proper standard for culti- 
vated observance. Certain it is that pre- 
tense is very unimposing and obvious when 
undertaken by a dull person for the sake 
of an effect that is, in such hands, abso- 
lutely unattainable. But there is a school 
of acting, on the stage and in society, 


more success than those traits are usually 
able to represent themselves, and when 
this species of ‘‘artificiality” is undertaken 
by one capable of carrying ott the illusion, 
it ceases to be tedious or flat. Indeed, 
though it may not deceive the critical and 
prying eyes of a close student of hu- 
man nature, it captivates as it 
flatters a common and human weakness. 
We speak of the naturalness of Mr. 
CHARLES MaTTHEWs’ comedy—we are 
deeply moved by the naturalness of Mr. 
Joskru JEFFERSON’s pathos—when, in 
reality, there are vast effort and skill dis- 
played by eachin producing his effects. 
This skill and effort are not so rare in the 
actual world as people imagine, and, in the 
case of Mr. Dickens, they seem to have 
had aconstant and pains-taking illustrator; 
a man with a turn for pleasing and fond of 
pleasing; a man with a shrewd knowledge 
of how to please, of whom to please, of 
when to please, and, withal, cool and 
steady in the work of maintaining a cer- 
tain direct and individual ascendancy; a 
man, in short, who existed as before a 
never-extinguished semi-circle of foot- 
lights. This appears in the anecdotes

It is not very honorable to our independ- 
ence, but the sturdiest of Democrats may 
easily be seduced into practical tuf uunt- 
ing of the snobbiest kind if his weaker 
side be tempted.

He began it without money, but with every 
other possession, and, achieving money in 
abundance, he united to his power to make 
people happy the wish to do so, and no 
man ever succeeded better for the reason 
that no man, with equal resources, ever 
tricd harder.

Doctor Launay ig undoubtedly a man of great 
erudition, and perfectly familiar with the sub- 
ject of his lecture, which, if delivered. in his own 
native language, would doubtless have proven 
most effective; but it requires too much of an 
effort for him to speak the English language to 
make his delivery entertaining toan American
